CB Theft 


Considerable concern is being 
voiced by police and insurance 
company officials over the current 
wave of thefts of citizens band (CB) 


radios. 

Last week the Brea _ Police 
Department, which also services 
Yorba Linda, had its Crime 


Prevention Mobile Unit at an area 
shopping center. The purpose was 
to have CB radio owners have 
identifying numbers marked on 
their units. 

The number of CB radio thefts in 
the local area has been so numerous 
that they have commanded a 
separate story rather than being 
included in the Police Beat report. 

Now the Insurance Information 
Institute has found it necessary to 
issue a warning to CB unit owners. 
Here is what they have to say on the 


subject. 
Almost everyone wants a CB 
radio, including thieves. In 


Oakland, for instance, nearly 130 
units were stolen in February alone. 
A city in the Northwest reported 
some 350 were stolen in January. 

Here’s how a typical ‘‘hit’’ goes:

In a separate incident, two 
17-year-old boys were hospitalized 
Tuesday last week after wrecking 
their carina high-speed police chase 
through Yorba Linda. 

According to the arresting officer, 
the boys’ car, a blue station wagon. 
was seen going north on Imperial 
Highway at about 80 mph. Leaving 
the parking lot at Kountry Market, 
Imperial and Lemon, the officer 
turned on his light and gave chase. 

The station wagon continued 
northward on Imperial at speeds, 
the officer said, in excess of 80. At 
Bastanchury, the driver attempted 
to make a left turn, apparently lost 
control of the car, and struck a power 
company pole on the northwest 
corner of the intersection. 

The driver, a Fullerton youth, was 
taken to Placentia Linda Hospital 
with injuries to his head, chest, and 
leg. His passenger, a Placentia boy 
who suffered facial lacerations, 
accompanied him. 

The arresting officer claimed that 
a smell of marijuana smoke was 
noticeable in the’ ruined car. 
Smoking papaphernalia were re- 
portedly recovered from beneath the 
seat as well. 


The Chino Hills Airport again 
became a serious threat to residents 
of this area as a California Assembly 
bill designed to place the 
controversial project on a_ local 
ballot, was resoundingly defeated. 

It was the second time the 
legislation had been thwarted, 
although under the sponsorship of 
state Senator James Whetmore 
(R-3Sth) the bill previously had 
advanced through the upper house 
to be leveled by a veto from former 
Governor Ronald Reagan. 

The senate vote on the bill, which 
would have permitted residents in a 
7% mile radius of any proposed 
airport development in Chino Hills 
to either approve it or reject it, was 
13 to 23. 

Assemblyman John Briggs, who 
is currently seeking Senator 
Whetmore's seat, started the bill on 
its second journey and it passed 
through the assembly with a 56-8 
vote. It was then sidetracked in the 
Senate Revenue and _ Taxation 
committee before the vote last week. 

Senator Rubin S. Ayala (D-Chino) 
who led the bill through the state 
senate, did not ask that the 
legislation be reconsidered, there- 
fore killing the legislation. 

Opposition was led by Senator 
Dennis Carpenter of Newport Beach 
on the basis that permitting voter 
approval of such a project would 


mean the end of all such 
construction. 
Beth Stevens, Yorba Linda, 


founder of PATCH (Prevent Airport 
Through Chino Hills), said the 
defeat of the bill was a serious 
setback to opponents of a possible 
airport, which proponents have 
advocated for a 22,000-acre site on 
the tops of the hills. 

She said her group will intensify 
its efforts to keep the airport out of 
the region, which is surrounded by 
residential areas of several cities. 

Another group, approaching the 
problem with a different solution is 
LIFE (Link Intercounties For 
Environment). This program seeks 
to develop a 35,000 acre open space 
area in the same hills. 


City To Fill 
Commission 
Vacancies 


The Yorba Linda City Council is 
seeking applications to fill two 
vacant positions on the planning 
Commission created by the election 
of Irwin Fried and Anton ‘*‘Doug”’ 
Groot to the City Coucil. 


The Commission is composed of 
five members appointed by the City 
Council for four year terms. Regular 
meetings of the Commission are 
held in the Multi-Purpose Room of 
the Yorba Linda District Library on 
the second Wednesday following the 
first and third Mondays at 7:30 p.m. 


The function of the Commission is 
to act as an advisory agency to the 
City Council on all matters 
pertaining to planning and devel- 
opment of the City.

There have been two post-election developments worthy of note. Firstly, 
there appears to be genuine concern over the defeat of the two Revenue 


Limit Increase measures for the school districts. 


ly, despite the 


victory of a ‘‘slate’’ for the Yorba Linda City Council, there will evidently be 
a lot of independent voting and little chance of bloc actions. 

Loud moans are being heard from the populace over the 67 vote loss of the 
Yorba Linda School District bid for a 78 cent tax increase. The people are 
now apprehensive about the distinct possibility that the lack of sufficient 
financing will affect the education of their children. 

To their credit, the trustees and administrators of the district have not 
panicked. They took the loss as an indication that the people do not want to 
increase their taxes so they will do the best they can with the monies 
available to them. They decided not to pressure the people by putting the 


measure to a vote again in June. 


The reaction is different in the Fullerton Union High School District where 
a 30 cent tax increase was defeated by the voters on March 2. Pressure is 
being exerted, not only by concerned parents by also by students in the 
district’s schools. There have been organized, brief, orderly and possibly 
effective walkouts staged by students whose education will be curtailed 
because the voters turned down the district’s attempt to obtain additional 


educational funds. 


If these students can get the message across to their parents it is likely 
that another election could have a different result. 

The problem in both districts is to get enough favorable registered voters 
to cast ballots at an election. A relative handful of affirmative votes in each 
precinct would pass the school measures. 

On the City Council scene there was much speculation that if the slate of 
candidates were elected with the support of one incumbent and two retiring 
council members, most actions, especially those of paramount importance 
the next two years, would be rubber stamped by the coalition, either to 


approve or disapprove a proposal. 


This possibility was exploded when the slate and the incumbent supporter 
squabbled openly the first time they sat down to transact municipal 
business. While the sight and sound of dissention may not have been 
exemplary it was healthy in the sense that it indicated the fellowship of the 
campaign would not extend to the decision making at the council table so as 
to be detrimental to the welfare of the city or its citizens. 


Yorba Linda City Hall 


In an effort to minimize 
disturbances to its citizens, the 
Yorba Linda City Cpuncil has 


adopted strict regulations relating 
to door-to-door solicitors. Chapter 7 
of the Yorba Linda City Code sets 
forth the various requirements for 
solicitors, which are summarized as 
follows: 


Company Salesmen: Any person 
who solicits or takes order for the 
sale of any commodity or service 
from house to house is required to 
obtain a ‘‘Special Permit’’ from the 
Yorba Linda City Council. 


A fee of $25 is charged for the 
company applying for such permits. 
The Police Department conducts a 
background check of the company 
and individuals wishing to conduct 
the soliciting. Upon completion of 
the background check a _ Public 
Hearing is conducted before the City 
Council. At the Public Hearing, 
interested citizens may speak for or 
against the granting of a Special 
Permit. 


If the City Council finds that the 
proposed solicitation will comport 
with the general welfare of the 
public, a Special Permit is then 
authorized for a period of one year. It 
must be renewed annually in order 
to remain in effect. 


A second requirement imposed by 
the City Code is that a Business 
License must be purchased by each 
solicitor. 


Charitable Organizations: Solici- 
tors for religious, charitable, 
fraternal, and educational organiza- 
tions are exempt from the above 
requirements for a Special Permit. 
However, the City Code does 
require that such organizations 
obtain an official ‘‘Exemption’’, 
prior to beginning their door-to-door 
campaigns. 


In order to obtain an exemption, 
the City Code requires that not Jess 
than 8S percent of the gross receipts

appropriated solely for the purposes 
of the organization. 


The City Attorney and Police 
Department review applications and 
financial statements from charitable 
organizations and make recommen- 
dations regarding approval or denial 
of the exemption request. 


Interstate Commerce Salesmen: 
Companies selling merchandise 
such as encyclopedias and maga- 
zines fall under Interstate Com- 
merce regulations and, therefore, 
are subject to different regulations. 
The City Code does require, 
however, that such individuals file 
an application requesting exemption 
due to the nature of their business. 


The City Attorney reviews said 
applications to verify their Interstate 
Commerce status, and makes a 
recommendation regarding appro- 
val or denial of said exemption. 


Very few companies have valid 
‘special permits’’ to solicit from 
door-to-door in the City of Yorba 
Linda. Therefore, residents are 
urged to notify the City Clerk’s 
Office, 524-5000, of any company 
which may be conducting neighbor- 
hood solicitation campaigns. 


If solicitation occurs during the 
evening or weekend hours, inquiries 
should be referred to the Police 


Department at 529-4954, which 
maintains a record of _ those 
companies having permits. The 


Police Department also maintains a 
record of the charitable organiza- 
tions which have received exemp- 
tion approval. 


New residential areas are 
particularly vulnerable to solicita- 
tion campaigns by companies selling 
home improvement products. The 
majority of these companies do not 
have the required permits; there- 
fore, homeowners are requested to 
notify the City of the names of these 
companies.

But what if such aggressive acts of 
robbing another were placed on a 
larger scale? Morally, would it make 
a difference?

Would the number of thieves, 
large or small, make an essential 
difference? It is likely that most

CHP Radar 
To the Editor: 

Since my announcement that the 
California Highway Patrol would 
seek 200 radar units in the 1976-77 
budget, the frequently voiced 
opinion of those who oppose radar 
dwells on their belief that the 
instrument would be used _ to 
‘“‘entrap’’ them. 

I regret that such a conclusion has 
been reached, because | have 
consistently stated that the Califor- 
nia Highway Patrol would never use 
radar from a hidden position or in an 
unmarked vehicle. 

Radar will accompany uniformed 
officers in black and white patrol 
vehicles. Enforcement policies will 
met change in any way. We will 
continue to require that patrol 
vehicles be in view. 

Radar will provide a more efficient 
means of measuring vehicle speeds, 
but nothing more. In fact, it will only 
be used on roads with a SS mph 
maximum limit, and in school zones 
with identified speed problems. 

Betause of the misconceptions 
which have arisen, I believe it is 
extremely important that all 
Californians understand the actual 
guidelines under which radar will be 
used by the Highway Patrol. 

I take this means of addressing 
the issue to set it before as many 
Californians as possible.

police the data on the identifying 
marks. 

You must have taken all these 
precautions to claim your stolen unit 
if it has been recovered by police. 
The only way the police are allowed 
to return it to you is if you are able to 
identify it properly. 

Third, buy a unit that can be 
removed from the vehicle. If you 
plan to go to a basketball game or 
other public function where the car 
will be left for a length of time, take 
the unit out before you leave home. 
If you don’t leave it at home, at least 
lock it in the trunk of your car. 

Fourth, know your CB radio 
dealer. If you buy a stolen unit, the 
police can confiscate it, and, if it can 
be proven that you knew it was 
stolen, you can be charged as an 
accessory to the crime. 
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morning.

q *“‘NOISE CONTROL"’ 
lon 19-A-1. Declaration of Policy 
‘ #In order to control unnecessary, excessive and annoying sounds emanating from 
incorporated areas of the City of Yorba Linda, it is hereby declared to be the policy of 
ey pd to prohibit such sounds generated from ail sources as specified in this 
apter. 

It Is determined that certain sound levels are detrimental to the public health, 

welfare and safety, and contrary to public interest. 
Section 19-A-2. Definitions. 

The following words, phrases and terms as used in this Chapter shall have the 
meaning as indicated below: 

AMBIENT NOISE LEVEL shail mean the all-encompassing noise level associated 
with a given environment, being a composite of sounds from all sources, excluding 
the alleged offensive noise, at the location and approximate time at which a 
comparison with the alleged offensive noise is to be made. 

CUMULATIVE PERIOD shall mean an additive period of time composed of 
individual time segments which may be continuous or interrupted. 

DECIBEL (db) shall mean a unit which denotes the ratio between two (2) 
quantities which are proportional to power: the number of decibels corresponding to 
the ratio of two (2) amounts of power is ten (10) times the logarithm to the base ten 
(10) of this ratio. 

EMERGENCY MACHINERY, VEHICLE OR WORK shall mean any machinery, 
vehicle or work used, employed or performed in an effort to protect, provide or 
restore safe conditions in the community or for the citizenry, or work by private or 
public utilities when restoring utility service. 

FIXED NOISE SOURCE shall mean a stationary device which creates sounds 
while fixed or motionless, including but not limited to industrial and commercial 
machinery and equipment, pumps, fans, compressors, generators, air conditioners 
and refrigeration equipment 

IMPACT NOISE shall mean the noise produced by the collision of one mass in 
motion with a second mass which may be either in motion or at rest. 

MOBILE NOISE SOURCE shall mean any noise source other than a fixed noise 
source. 

NOISE LEVEL shall mean the ‘‘A'’ weighted sound pressure level in decibels 
obtained by using a sound level meter at slow response with a reference pressure of 
20 micronewtons per square meter. The unit of measurement shall be designated as 
dB(A). 

PERSON shall mean a person, firm, association, co-partnership, joint venture, 
corporation or any entity, public or private in nature. 

RESIDENTIAL PROPERTY shall mean a parcel of real property which is 
developed and used either in part or in whole for residential purposes, other than 
transient uses such as hotels and motels 

SIMPLE TONE NOISE shall mean a noise characterized by a predominant 
frequency or frequencies so that other frequencies cannot be readily distinguished 

SOUND LEVEL METER shal! mean an instrument meeting American National 
Standard Institute's Standard S1.4-1971 for Type 1 or Type 2 sound level meters or 
an instrument and the associated recording and analyzing equipment which will 
provide equivalent data 

SOUND PRESSURE LEVEL of a sound, in decibels, shall mean twenty (20) times 
the logarithm to the base ten (10) of the ratio of the pressure of the sound to a 
reference pressure, which reference pressure shall be explicitly stated 
Section 19-A-3. Noise Level Measurement Criteria 

Any noise level measurements made pursuant to the provisions of this Chapter 
shall be performed using a sound level meter as defined in Section 19-A-2 above. 
Section 19-A-4. Designated Noise Zones 

Fhe residential properties hereinafter described are hereby assigned to the 
following noise zones 

Noise Zone 1: All residential properties in the City of Yorba Linda 
Section 19-A-5. Exterior Noise Standards 

(a) The following noise standards, unless otherwise specifically indicated, shall 
apply to all residential property within a designated noise zone

s 55 dB(A) 7:00 a.m.-10:00 p.m 
50 dB(A) 10:00 p.m.-7:00a.m 


(b) It shall be unlawful for any person, at any location within the City of Yorba 
Linda to create any noise which causes the noise level when measured on any 
residential property to exceed 

(1) The noise standard for a cumulative period of more than thirty minutes in any 
hour, or 

(2) The noise standard plus 5 dB(A) for a cumulative period of more than fifteen 
minutes in any hour, or 

(3) The noise standard plus 10 dB(A) for a cumulative period of more than five 
minutes in any hour; or 

(4) The noise standard plus 15 dB(A) for a cumulative period of more than one 


Mg wte in any hour; or 
4 The noise standard plus 20 dB(A) for any period of time 

(-) In the event the ambient noise level exceeds any of the above five noise limit 
categories, the cumulative period applicable to said category shall be increased to 
reflect said ambient noise level. Furthermore, the maximum permissible noise level 
shall never exceed the maximum ambient noise level 

(d) Each of the noise limits specified above shall be reduced by 5 dB(A) for impact 
or simple tone noises, or for noises consisting of speech or music 
Section 19-A-6. Interior Noise Standard 

(a) It shall be unlawful for any person at any location within the City of Yorba 
Linda to create any noise which causes the noise level when measured within a 
dwelling unit on any residential property during the period 10:00 p.m. to 7:00 a.m 
to exceed 

(1) 45 dB(A) for a cumulative period of more than 5 minutes in any hour; or 

(2) 50 dB(A) for a cumulative period of more than 1 minute in any hour; or 

(3) 55 dB(A) for any period of time 

(b) In the event the ambient noise level exceeds any of the above three noise limit 
categories, the cumulative period applicable to said category shall be increased to 
reflect said ambient noise level. Furthermore, the maximum permissible noise level 
shall never exceed the maximum ambient noise level 
Section 19-A-7. Special Provisions 

The following activities shall be exempted from the provisions of this Chapter 

(a) Schoo! bands, school athletic and school entertainment events 

(b) Activities otherwise lawfully conducted on parks, public playgrounds and 
school grounds provided such parks, playgrounds and school grounds are owned 
and operated by a public entity. 

(c) Any mechanical device, apparatus or equipment used, related to or connected 
with emergency machinery, vehicles or work 

(d) Noise sources associated with construction, repair, remodeling, or grading of 
any real property, provided said activities do not take place between the hours of 
8:00 p.m. and7:00a m. on weekdays, including Saturday, or at any time on Sunday 
or a federal holiday 

(e) All mechanical devices, apparatus or equipment which are utilized for the 
protection or salvage of agricultural crops during periods of potential or actual frost 
damage or other adverse weather conditions 

(f) Mobile noise sources associated with agricultural operations provided such 
operations do not take place between the hours of 8:00 p.m. and 7:00 a.m. on 
weekdays, including Saturday, or at any time on Sunday or a federal holiday 

(g) Mobile noise sources associated with agrucultural pest control through 
pesticide application provided that the application is made in accordance with 
restricted material permits issued by or regulations onforced by the Agricultural 
Commissioner 

(h) Noise sources associated with the maintenance of real property used for 
residential purposes, provided said activities take place between the hours of 7:00 
a.m. and 8:00 p.m. on any day except Sunday, or between the hours of 9:00 a.m. and 
8:00 p.m. on Sunday 

‘i) Any activity to the extent regulation thereof has been preempted by State or 
federal law 
Section 19-A-8. Schools, Hospitals and Churches - Special Provisions 

It shall be unlawful for any person to create any noise which causes the noise level 
at any school, hospital or church while the same is in use, to exceed the noise limits 
as specified in Section 19-A-5 prescribed for the assigned noise zone in which the 
school, hospital or church is located, or which noise level unreasonably interferes 
with the use of such institutions or which unreasonably disturbs or annoys patients 
in the hospital, provided conspicuous signs are displayed in three separate locations 
within one-tenth of a mile of the institution indicating the presence of a school, 
church, or hospital 
Section 19-A-9. Air Conditioning and Refrigeration; Special Provisions 

During the five-year period following the effective date of this Chapter, the noise 
standards enumerated in Section 19:A-5 and 19-A-6 shall be increased 8 dB(A) 
where the alleged offensive noise source is an air conditicning or refrigeration 
system or associated equipment which was installed prior to the effective date of 
this Chapter 
Section 19-A-10. Noise Level Measurement 

The location selected for measuring exterior noise levels shall be at any point on 
the affected residential property. In the case of Interior noise measurement, the 
windows shall be closed and the measurements shall be made at a point at least four 
(4) feet from the wall, ceiling or floor nearest the noise source. 

Section 19-A-11. Manner of Enforcement. 

The County Health Officer and his duly authorized representatives are directed to 
enforce the provisions of this Chapter. The County Health Officer and his duly 
authorized representatives are authorized, pursuant to Penal Code Section 836.5, to 
arrest any person without a warrant when they have reasonable cause to believe that 
such person has committed a misdemeanor in their presence. 

No person shall interfere with, oppose‘or resist any authorized person charged 
with the enforcement of this Chapter while such person is engaged in the 
performance of his duty 
Section 19-A-12. Variance Procedure 

t The owner or operator of a noise source which violates any of the provisions of this 
Chapter may file an application with the Health Officer for a variance from the 
provisions thereof wherein said owner or operator shall set forth all actions taken to 
comply with said provisions, the reasons why immediate compliance cannot be 
achieved, a proposed method of achieving compliance, and a proposed time 
schedule for its accomplishment. Said application shail be accompanied by a fee in 
the amount of seventy-five dollars ($75.00). A separate application shall be filed for 
each noise source; provided, however, that several mobile sources under common 
ownership, or several fixed sources on a single property may be combined into one 
application. Upon receipt of said application and fee, the Health Officer shall refer it 
with his recommendation thereon within thirty (30) days to the Noise Variance 
Board for actin thereon in accordance with the provisions of this Chapter. 

An applicant for a variance shall remain subject to prosecution under the terms of 
this Chapter until a variance is granted. 

Section 19-A-13. Noise Variance Board. 

There is hereby created a Noise Variance Board consisting of five members. Two 
of the members shail be professional engineers, registered in this State, one of 
whom shall have demonstrated knowledge and experience in the field of acoustics, 
the other shall be a registered mechanical engineer. One member shail be a 
physician licensed in this State qualified in the field of physiological effects of noise; 
one a representative of business and industry, and one a representative of the 
genera! public. 

The Noise Variance Board shall evaluate ail applications for variance from the 
requirements of this Chapter and may grant said variances with respect to time for 
compliance, subject to such terms, conditions and requirements as i may deem 
reasonable to achieve maximum compliance with the provisions of thie Chapter. 
Said terms, conditions, and requirements may inciude, but shai! not be limited to 
limitations on noise levels and operating hours. Each such variance shail set forth in 
detail the approved method of achieving maximum compliance and a time schedule 
for Its accomplishment. in its determinations said Board shall consider the 
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magnitude of nuisance caused by the offensive noise; the uses of property within the 
area of impingement by the noise; the time factors related to study, design, 
financing and construction of remedial work; the economic factors related to age and 
useful life of equipment; and the general public interest and welfare. Any variance 
granted by said Board shall be by resolution and shal! be transmitted to the Health 
Officer for enforcement. Any violation of the terms of said variance shall bé 
uniawtul . 

Members of the Variance Board shail be appointed by, and shail serve at the 
pleasure of, the Orange County Board of Supervisors. The Variance Board shalt 
adopt reasonable rules and regulations for its own procedures in carrying out its 
functions under the provisions of this Chapter. 

Three members shall constitute a quorum and at least three affirmative votes 
shall be required in support of any action. 

The Health Officer, or his appointed representative, shall be a non-voting 
ex-officio member of the Variance Board, and shall act as Secretary of the Board. 

Meetings of the Noise Variance Board shali be heid at the call of the Secretary and 
at such times and locations as said Board shall determine. All such meetings shail be 
open to the public. 

Section 19-A-14. Appeais. 

Within fifteen (15) days following the decision of the Variance Board on an 
application, the applicant, the Health Officer, or any member of the City Council, 
May appeal the decision to the City Council by filing a notice of appeal with the 
Secretary of the Variance Board. In the case of an appeal by the applicant for a 
variance, the notice of appeal shail be accornpanied by a fee to be computed by the 
Secretary on the basis of the estimated cost of preparing the materiais required to be 
forwarded to the City Council as discussed hereafter. If the actual cost of such 
Preparation differs from the estimated cost, the applicant shall pay the amount of 
any deficiency to the Secretary and the Secretary shall pay the amount of any excess 
to the applicant. 

Within fifteen (15) days following receipt of a notice of appeal and the appeal fee, 
the Secretary of the Variance Board shali forward to the City Council copies of the 
application for variance; the recommendation of the Health Officer; the notice of 
appeal; all evidence concerning said application received by the Variance Board and 
its decision thereon. In addition, ahy person may file with the City Council written 
arguments supporting or attacking said decision and the City Council may in its 
discretion hear oral arguments thereon. The City Clerk of the City of Yorba Linda 
shall mail the applicant a notice of the date set for hearing of the appeal. The notice 
shall be mailed at least ten days prior to the hearing date. 

Within sixty (60) days following its receipt of the notice of appeal, the City Council 
shall either affirm, modify or reverse the decision of the Variance Board. Such 
decision shall be based upon the Council's evaluation of the matters submitted to 
the Council in light of the powers conferred on the Variance Board and the factors to 
be considered, both as enumerated in Sections 19-A-12 and 19-A-13. 

As part of its decision, the Council may direct the Variance Board to conduct 
further proceedings of said application. Failure of the City Council to affirm, modify 
or reverse the decision of the Variance Board within said 60-day period shall 
constitute an affirmance of the decision. 

Section 19-A-15. Violations: Misdemeanors. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this Chapter shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor. Each day such violation is committed or permitted to continue 
shall constitute a separate offense and shall be punishable as such, The provisions 
af this Chapter shail not be construed as permitting conduct not préscribed herein 
and shall not affect the enforceability of any other applicable provisions of law.
